The announcement that France is to negotiate

Certainly the suggestion that M. Poincaré 
mayapproach the German Chancellor direct on 
the question of reparations payments which 
“ may not be so prejudicial to the Reich,” is 
not refuted. 

The Paris @uvre states that, questioned on 
Wednesday evening, with regard to the course 
of eve@ts, M. Poincaré replied, with a smile— 
‘It is the Reparations Commission's move, but 
it is natural and quite in order that the Com- 
mission should require some time to come to 
its decision, We are going to have a four days’ 
interval.” 

“Certain signs and certain rumours,” says 
the @uvre, “ allow of the conclusion that che 
mterval of which M. Poincare speaks holds sur- 
prises in store for us. We must endeavour to 
agree with Germany. We have reason to 
pelieve that such a necessity has come to im- 
pose itself on M. Poincaré, and that the direct 
action of which he has so much spoken lately 
we Te likely not be so prejudicial to the 
teich. 

The Geulow says:—" If within a week no 
agreement has been reached, there is. nothing 
to prove that direct pourparilers will not be 
undertaken between Paris and Berlin.”

STEP TOWARDS ALLIANCE, 


News has been received from Paris that M. 
Herriot, Mayor of Lyons, and a well-known 
Radical Deputy, As going on a mission to Soviet 
Russia with a view to re-establishing the old 
economic and political relations between the two 
countries. 

M. Herriot is expected to meet M. Tchitcherin, 
the Bolshevist Foreign Commissary, and M. 
Litvinoff, the Trade Commissary, in a German 
town on September ó. 

Dr, Wirth, the German Chancellor, is reported 
to have expressed himself as being delighted to 
hear that the French and Rusian delegates 
would meet on German soil. He would, he said, 
assure the security of the visitors ond the 
secrecy of their deliberations. 

Dr. Wirth according to the Paris 
Temps, “At a time when the Entente is cool- 
ing, the resumption of relations between Ruesia 
and France, those creat democracies, wil] be a 
step towarde a treaty with Germany, that other 
great .Eurorean democracy, and between the 
three they could prevent all future war.” 


SOVIET’S INVITATION. 


Interviewed by Reuter’s Correspondent in 
Paris yesterday regarding his mission, M. Her- 
riot said that he had been acting -as go-beit ween 
for certain Soviet representatives and the French 
Government. Pournparlers were proceeding the 
more favourably that they were helved by the 
political detente now taking place in Russia. 

He was ready to accert the invitation of the 
Soviet Government, and would go to Russia as 
a sincere observer, and with the intention of 
deing something useful in the light of day 
towards 8 rapprochement between the two 
peonles for the peace of the world.

After that date the Allies intend to denounce 
the Agreement of June 10th, 1921, in order to 
leave the way clear for the conclusion of 
separate agreements with the German Govern- 
ment in respect of the balances due to them. 

The new Agreement will be submitted: to 
the Reparations Commission for approval. 

It is semi-officially added here that no further 
cash payments in connection with pre-war debts 
will be demanded from the German Government 
until the middle of September.—(Reuter.)

MR. GRIFFITH'8 LAST 
MESSAGE. 


TO THE IRISH 
PEOPLE. 


- 


“Let the people stand firm for the 
Free State. It is their national need and 
economic salvation. 

“Love to the Irish people, to all my 
colleagues and friends.”’ 

This is the last message of Mr. Arthur 
Griffith to the Irish people. It is published in 
fac-simile in to-day’s wsue of Young Ireland, 
Mr. Griffith’s own paper. 

The message was dated 15th April, 1922, and, 
regarding the circumstances in which it was 
written, Young Ireland says :— ' 

“This last message . . . 'was written by 
Mr. Griffith on the occasion of his visit to Sl 
last April. As the Irish 8 recollect, 
some person named Pilkin had ' poser 
the meeting and had announced his intention 
of preventing it being held at any cost. 

“President Griffith ied to that insolent 
challenge to him, as head of the Irish nation, 
by — Eas assert the right of liberty 
of speech. Beíore doing so, and anticipating 
the possibility of serious consequences arising 
out of the actiong of those who had seized the 
town of siig. he wrote and entrusted to. a 
friend a brief statement, the first: part of which 
was concerned with the disposal of his private 
affairs in the event of anything happening to 
him. The second part of the statement was a 
message to the Irish nation. . . . 

“ That visit of President Griffith to Sligo was 
remarkable for two things. First, it was a 
striking example_of the personal courage of the 
man, and, secon@ly, because of the fact that it 
was one of those gestures of determined action 
which made the Irish ma realise that he, as 
head of the nation, would not brook any at- 
tempt to destroy the rights and liberties of the

people. 

‘Fortunately he returned safely from Sligo 
and was spared.to the nation for a few months 
longer. His statement remained unopened until 
a couple of days after his death.” 


WHY HE RESIGNED.

MR. GAVAN DUFFY EXPLAINS. 


Mr.-G. Gavan Duffy, writing from 39 Mespil 
road, Dublin, under date llth August, says :— 

“I have deferred publishing my reasons for 
resignation from the Cabinet with a view to 
stating them first at the meeting of Dail 
Eireann, but the further prorogation constrains 
me to make them public now. Let me say at 
once that the story that I resigned because I 
was hampered im foreign affairs is without any 
foundation: on the contrary, I had a very free 
hand in my department, and received the full 
and generous co-operation of the Cabinet when- 
ever occasion arose to ask for it. 

“ When the war began I was at variance with 
most of my colleagues in the Dail Cabinet on 
certain points in the Provisional Government's 
draft Constitution, but the outbreak of war 
relegated this issue. to the background. New 
problems arose, and unhappily I soon found 
myself seriously opposed to the official policy 
upon several matters of some public importance. 
However, I felt bound in Gá; pecans crisis, 
to subordinate my personal views to those of 
the Cabinet, with which I was in agreement. on 
the predominant military question, until I was 
eventually compelled to break, upon issues in- 
volving a very grave matter of principle. 
“THE SUPPRESSION OF THE 

COURTS. 

“On July 25th it was determined to abolish 
the Supreme Court and its judges, rather than 
meet in open Court an ‘application for release 
on writ of Aabeas corpus, made on behalf of 
one of the military prisoners in Mountjoy, I 
resigned because | should otherwise ' Leen 
taking responsiblity for a decision whic. , in my 
eyes, constituted a very dangerous attack upon 
the first principles of our freedom and 
democracy. 

“The application in question had been made 
to Mr. Justice Crowley, who, in the usual way, 
and quite properly, had callea upon the Minister 
of Defence, and the Governor of Mountjoy 
to justify the prisoner's detention, in order that 
the Court might satisfy itself as to the merits 
of the case. The nl was fixed for 
July 26th before Justices Meredith, Davitey and 
Crowley; but on the night before, a decree (of 
doubtful validity) went forth, purporting to 
extinguish the rt, and with it the Judges, 
in arder te prevent the application for release 
from being heard. 

“Our military authorities had themselves 
publicly recgnised the Aabeas corpus jurisdic- 
tion of this Court in a case brought against 
them three months previously, and this was 
the Supreme Court, and tkjse the Supreme 
Court Judges, that we had ourselves set up 
two years before to supplant the Four Courts. 
An informal] attempt, not to suppress the Court, 
but to suspend its ordinary sittings during the 
present war, had already been made, but this 
admittedly, did not affect the inherent right 
of its Judges to grant Aabeas corpus, since that 
right is so essential a part of the Judge's office 
that he may, in cases of urgency, exercise it 
in his bedroom. 


**iTABEAS CORPUS.” 


“ Under the laws adapted by Dail, Aabheas 
corpus, which goes back 700 years, is the first 
and stoutest bulwark of the rule of law in 
securing persona! liberty:—‘ No freeman shall 
be taken and imprisoned, unless by the lawful 
judgment of his peers or by the law of the 
land.’ And to-day, if any citizen be wrongfully 
kept in gaol, his only way of forcing the prison 
gate is by seeking out a writ of Aabeas corpus. 

“The transcendent importance of this safe- 
guard against the Executive is well recognised 
amongst us; only the other day, the Provisiowa) 
Government, with the concurrence of the Dail 
Ministers, examined, clause by clause, a draft 
Constitution for Ireland. It will be seen from 
the published draft that, at that time, Aabeas 
corpus was deemed so vital and fundamental! a 
right that it had to be scrupulously secured to 
the Irish people, even in time of war, by bein 
incorporated in the Constitution itself, instea 
of being left, like so many important matters, 
to the rdinary law, which can too readily te 
changed in an emergency. 

“Six short weeks. cannot have changed right 
into wrong. : 

“ Accordingly, Ministers, besides being de- 
barred on principle, had actually debarred them- 
selves by their own conduct from suppressing 
the writ of habeas corpus, and arbitrary inter- 
ference with the Judges, in this matter above 
all, should have been unthinkable, for we are 
not living under the Stuarts. A bad blunder 
was committed in the haste of the moment, and 
the Government's incursion upon the Court, 
where a claim against the Government itself 
was on the roint of being heard, appears to me 
to inflict a graver injury upon the cause which 
our Ministers are defénding than anything that 
they could have had to fear from the Court. 
In al! probability, the Judges would have dis- 
missed the application by a military captive 
taken in arms, if they had sat and heard the 
case for. the authorities; but, even if that parti- 
cular applicant had succeeded, the Government 
could readily have taken eteps within its own 
legal powers to render its position unassailable 
in law with regard to the other military pri- 
soners, so that the extreme and drastic act of 
eee, le not extenuated by any exigency 
of war, 


“NO ADEQUATE ALTERNATIVE 
TRIBUNAL.” 


“I see no answer to those considerations. 
True, we still have the King’s Inns. But 
Ministers must feel some diffidence about cham- 
ploning again their own Justices and Judges of 
the old régime, most of whom a year or two 
ago would have welcomed any opportunity of 
lodging our present rulers in jail, fully per- 
sua 
serving King and country, The war record of 
that Judiciary is still branded upon the public 
memory, and its rundite have not hitherto been 
conspicuous for the special qualities of mind and 
heart necessary to fill the very delicate réle of 
arbiters between the citizen and the Executive. 

“While much can said for a conside 
scheme, designed to unify the inchoate Dail 
legal system and the more efficient m 
of the Four Courts, a which, under 
pressure of a passi venience, would 
abandon all contro] to Judges i 
Dublin Castle seems to me, w ver

IRREGULARS NEW TACTICS,

MILLSTREET, Friday. 

Macroom has fallen to the forces of General 
Dalton, operating from Cork City, without any 
resistanee from the irregulars. The latter re- 
treated towards the Dingle peninsula and the 
hills of West Cork. 

I am now able to state positively what I have 
anticipated before—that the irregulars’ plan 
of campaign has been entirely altered. They 
have determined that the national forces operat- 
ing in this area are too strong to be met by 
open warfare. 

They are disbanding all men in whose stead- 
fastness they cannot absolutely rely, and are 
re-organising into small columns of about 
35 men, divided into squads of five, 
with a squad leader. With these forces 
they intend to carry on a war 
“by the same methods and in the same 
manner as the war was waged against the 
English.”’ (The words are those of the 
irregulare' higher command.) 


LOOTING FORBIDDEN. 


To their credit it must be said that strict 
orders have gone out that there must be no 
more undisciplined looting, and any looter is 
to be shot. At the same time, the * authorised ” 
burning of barracks, courthouses, and work- 
bouses goes on unchecked. 

On my way here through Liscarrel, Kanturk, 
and Milletreet blakened ruins of these build- 
ings everywhere met my gaze. In Macroom, 
in addition to those bufldings which are always 
so favoured, the castle has been burnt. 

In the course of the late operations many 
of the irregular leaders have been captured 
in a manner which would suggest that they 
are not loth to be made prisoners. “n Kan- 
turk, McGrath, the Communist, who wag ex- 
communicated from the Roman Catholic 
Church, has been captured.

BANKS RAIDED. 


Irregulare made a vigorous swoop on 
Monaghan vesterday, attacking the national 
garrison, who are quartered at the Courthouse, 
and raiding simultaneously all the banks in the 
town. :

At the Ulster Bank a very exciting scene todk 
place. All the money in the puble office was 
ecized. but the manager steadfastly re*used to 
give up the kevs of the «trong room Shots 
were fired over his head and he was threatened, 
but he stuck to his resolve, and the raiders 
had to leave. 

During the attack there was intense excito- 
ment in the town. Nothing could be heard 
but heavy firing, the crash of broken glass, 
and the screams of women. 

At 2.16 the firing ceased. The raiders got 
away, but one arrest was made within a few 
minutes. and later a number of other men were 
arrested. 

The national garrieon has been reinforced. 

It is eaid that the raiders carried off £900 in 
the direction of the mountains. 

Neighbouring villages are also. reported to 
have been raided.

ASSAILANTS’ FLIGHT. 


At 5 o'clock a Ford motor car, in which were 
seated four men in mufti, who were stated to 
be officers of the national Army, was attacked 
at Whitefriar place. The car came from the 
direction of Camden gtreet and was going along 
Aungier street when: two men fired several 
shots from revolvers. 

The oar was brought to a standstill and the 
occupants, firing at their assailants, got out 
and chased them. The locality lends itself to 
facility of escape, and the officers returning to 
the oar, continued their journey. They had 
got only as far as Great Longford street—a 
short distance away—when a bomb was hurled 
at the oar, and a deafening explosion was 
heard. 

None of the occupants was injured, but it 
was found that four civilians . had been 
wounded. 

John Byrne, aged 23 years, of Partridge 
terrace, Inchicore, was lying on the ground 
bleeding from the chest. e had two bullet 
wounds, and his condition was hopeless. He was 
taken to the Adelaide Hospital and © od soon 
afterwards. 

James Armstrong, aged 45, of Upper Mercer 
street, who was going to Messrs. Jacob’s factory, 
where he was employed as a night worker, was 
struck by a bullet in the left thigh. He also 
was taken to the Adelaide Hospital, and was 
detained. 

Mrs. McGrath, Charlemont street. received a 
slight wound in the breast, but was able to 
leave the Adelaide Hospital after receiving 
treatment. 

James Shears, Bride street, was treated in 
Mercer’s Hospital for a wound in the leg, 
caused, it is believed, by a eplinter of the 
bomb. He left after having had his injury 
dressed. ' 


FREDERICK STREET ATTACK. 


A covered motor car, conveying members of 
the national Army along North Frederick street 
towards Dorset street, was attacked at 4.45 
o'clock by five men, who were standing on the 
footpath near Gardiner’s row. They. discharged 
nine or ten shots from revolvers at the soldiers, 
but did not cause any injury. The car did not 
stop, and turned into Hardwicke etreet. The 
fire was not returned by iho occupants of the 
car. 

Three of the attackers ran along Gardiner’s 
row towards Temple etreet, and two along 
Rutland square towards Parneil street, and all 
ot them escaped. 


FIRING IN DUBLIN. 
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MAN WOUNDED. 

Heavy firing was heard in Dublin early’ this 
morning, and appeared to be spread over an 
extensive area of the eity. At 12.30 o'clock an 
outburst broke the stillness of the morning, and 
troops turned out in Lancia cars and on foot, 
and patrolled the streets. A considerable 
amount of sniping was carried on, end it is 
reported that machine guns were used by the 
attackers. 

It was rumoured during the nicht that an 
attack had been planned on national Army 
posts, and on the Post Office in Amiens street, 
which irregulars attempted to burn last week. 
The Post Office was heavily guarded, and the 
vicinity of Amiens street was included in the 
sniping zones this morning. 

In Buckingham street, which adjoins Amiens 
street. a man named Christopher Moran. of 
James's street, North Strand, was wounded by 
a bullet in the abdomen. and was taken in the 
Corporation ambulance to Jervis street Hospi- 
tal. It was learned that his injury was not of 
@ serious nature. 

Sentries were posted on the streets, and nene 
O'Connell Bridge three men in civilian clothing. 
who were halted by the troops, were found to 
be in possession of revolvers. and were arrested. 

The snipine apread to almost every part of 
the city. and spasmodic firing continued during 
the early morning. . 


ALARM IN THE SUBURBS. 
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SHOOTING Ar BEGGAR’S BUSH. 


Residents in Ballsbridge and Sandvymount 
were disturbed in the early hour: of yesterday 
morning by considerable revolver, rifle, and 
machine-gun fire. Shots fired in the neighbour- 
hood of Beggar’s Bush alarmed the garrison. 
which replied -igorously to what were believed 
to be snipers operating on the roofs. 

People occupying rooms on upper floors over- 
looking the roadways took refuge in lower rear 
rooms, as several upper windows were broken 
by bullets, and the risk fróm stray shots was 
considerable. Civilians living in the district. 
whese work takes them from or to their homes 
in the early hours, were obliged to keep under 
cover until it was broad davlight. The 
shooting continued from 3 o'clock until half- 
past five. 

Mrs. Mary Redmond, living in Great Clarence 
street, was shot in the foot while lying in

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ARRESTS ON AN ISLAND. 
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RAIDED GOODS RECOVERED. 

The following bulletin was issued by the Army 
Publicity Department. at 11 p.m. last night :— 

“An island near Lanesborough was visited by 
a party of troops, and nine irregulars were made 
prisoners. A quantity of arms and explosives 
was captured. Considerable quantities of food- 
stuffs. believed to have been taken from a train 
derailed the previous evening at Kilioom, were 
fouad on the isiand.”’

When they reached Inchi- 
neena Island,-on the north side of Lough Ree, 
they landed in smal! boats and surrounded a 
house which was said to be oceupied by irre- 
gulars. They took nine men by surprise and 
arrested them without trouble. They captured 
also three Mauser rifles, three Service rifles, 
revolvers, and a large quantity of explosive 
bullets. They also discovered four ‘beds, the 
ene of which were saturated with sodine. 
resumably they had been lately used by 
wounded men. 

They seized the following goods :—Seven bags 
of flour, a chest of tea, consigned to O'Malley, 
Westport; ten sides of smoked bacon, and a 
bag of sugar. 

When the boat returned to Athlone with the 
prisoners large crowds assembled at the quay- 
side and congratulated the troops on their 
success.

THE BALFOUR NOTE. 


PATIENCE NEEDED. 


“ THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 


lt is plainly the duty of responsible writers 
and public’men in Allied countries, and also in 
the United States, to abstain at this juncture 
from utterances of a nature to inflame feeling. 
The present need is for patience and under- 
standing, coupled with sincere endeavour to find 
an at least partial settlement of the most press- 
ing difficulties. Pending the success of efforts 
that will assuredly be made, if they are not 
already being made, to ward off the worst conse- 
quences of the British official error, we think it 
right that the American public should know 
how little the British people as a whole approve 
of the policy of the Balfour Note, or of the 
tactical considerations that may well have 
prompted its issue. a hae 

The nature of the soundest British opinion in 
regard to the whole question of reparations and 
war debts, including the British debt to the 


- United States, is entirely uninterested in the 


minor details of any settlement. It is pro- 
foundly interested in the promotion of a just 
and lasting settlement that shall hasten 
return to normal economic, financial, 
political relationships between nations 
not sentimental towards Germany, and 

well disposed towards the rights of France, as 
it equitably conceives them. It is not inclined 
to be selfish, ungenerous, or tactical. It is 
determined that British obligations towards the 
United States shall be met in such manner as 
the eminent members of the American Funding 
Commission may, after discussion with British 
representatives, think most proper, and it 
would be glad to feel that the irritating con- 
structions not unnaturally placed upon the 
Balfour Note could be suspended until events 
have shown what the British attitude truly is. 


THE RUSSIAN CHURCH. 
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ITs MARTYRDOM. 

The Times in a leading article says :—The 
account of the latest phase of the effort of 
the Bolshevists to destroy the Russian Church 
we publish to-day shows the cold and 
deliberate calculation with which the Bolshevists 
are attempting to poison the very springs of 
epiritual life in Russia.

virulent form of schism, the Bolshevisis, 

aggressive atheists, for whom all religion is an 

“opiate for the people,” describe as a move- 

ment of Church reform. Their aim is to kill 

the Church by setting up a travesty and mockery 

of all religion. They will not succeed. The 

people treat their creatures with contempt. 

The Russian Church has gained spiritual and 

intellectual power during the trials of the last 
few years. 

The murder of men who stand firm for their 
faith in the unseen, and all this latter turmoil 
of the open corruption of Christian forms by 
atheists, will only strengthén those deeper 
forces of the Russian spirit, which will mean 
the ultimate destruction of Bolshevism.

ATTACK ON THOMASTOWN,

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ROBBERS IN A BANK, 


Between one and two o'clock on Wednesday 
morning a party of raiders went to the lodgings 
of Mr. O'Connell, manager of the Nationa! 

Mr, O'Con- 
nell lodges about a quarter of a mile from the 
town. The raiders ordered him to produce 
the keys of the safe, und compelled him to 
accompany them to the bank. They were 
armed with rifles, shot guns, and revolvers. 
rhe cashier, Mr. Fitzgerald, who sieeps in the 
oank house, was also called up and ordered to 
put up his bands. He refused and a shot 
was fired, which missed Mr. Fitzgerald. Another 
shot was fired, and he still refused to put up 
his hands. ‘The raiders then opened the safe, 
and got somo silver and notes. The manager 
refused to open an interior compartment of the 
safe, notwithstanding repeated threats. 


ROBBERY AT DEAN'S GRANGE, 


Six armed men yesterday evening robbed the 
offices of the Dean's Grange Cemetery and 
stole several hundred pounds, imeluding the 
cemetery workers wages. Iwo of the robbers 
entered the place between 5 and 6 o'clock, 
while four others stood outside on guard.

MONEY ORDER SERVICE WITH

money order service with the United Kingdom 
wn both directions. The British Post Office, 
consequently, cannot, until further notice, accept 
money orders from Germany, Danzig or Memel 
territory.—(Reuter.)

The delivery of correspondence and 


parcels is gradually becoming normal. The 
Post Office is now getting rid of the bulk 
of the correspomdence in hands for the 
whole cf Southern Ireland, except Cork 
County, south of Buttevant 

The City and County of Cork are being 
periodically cleared, communication with 
Dublin being maintained via Cardiff, 
Liverpool, and Fishguard. 

The service for the Limerick, Kerry, and 
Clare area is limited to one despatch per day, 
owing to the bridge at Dundrum being broken, 
Mails are taken down as far as Ballvbropny 
and thence to Nenagh. The Post Office is also 
availing itself of a service via Athenry and 
Ennis, but this has .been interfered with 
through the destruction of. the bridge at 
Ardrahan. ; 

Northward the delivery of mails has been 
facilitated by the resumption of the through 
trains from Amiens street. There was a full 
nigat mail train last night, and the 6.35 mail 
train to Belfast was announced to run this 
morning as usual. 

Ardee, Dunleer, and other districts were mora 
or less isolated after the occupation of Dundalk 
by irregulars on Monday and until Thursday. 
People as a result showed a great hunger for 
news, and travellers carrying papers were 
besieged with requests for a copy of the latest. 

Telephonic communication has been restored 
between Dublin. Limerick, Tipperary, Drogheda, 
Navan, and Belfast. 

There is now telegraphic communication with 
Dundalk, which was always in touch with 
Dublin vie Belfast. The wires are also working 
to Limerick, and from Limerick to Listowel. 
Practically the only places of importance now 
cut off are Killarney, in the County Kerry, and 
the whole of County Cork. | 


WIRELESS AND CABLE SERVICES. 

(wine to the partial interruption of the cable 
service to the United States, a large amount of 
Press work has been diverted to the Post 
Office wireless station at Oxford (Leafield). This 
station has for some time been conducting a 
limited Press service to Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
an average of 2,000 words being transmitted 
each night; but during the past week ‘about 
8,000 words a night have been signalled to 
Halitax. ‘This Press work is carried out without 
detriment to the normal services from Oxford, 
which include a commercial service to Cairo 
and a long-distance service of ordinary tele- 
grams, and news to ships. 

In addition, the British official wireless Press 
messages are transmitted three times datly, the 
8 p.m. (Greenwich time) message, according to 
the Australian Post Office authorities, being 
picked up regularly at Perth, Western Australia, 
provided that atmospheric disturbance w nos 
unmoderate; whilst im India the signals ace 
good at 8 p.m. and midnight (Greenwich time). 

Oxford has recently commenced. the trans- 
mission of short Press telegrams to India, where 
the signals. are read direct by the wireless 
station at Karachi, and sent thence to the 
newspapers in Bombay and Calcutta. 

Except in the case of Egypt, the services are 
at, present unilateral, the receiving stations not 
having sufficient power to send acknowledg- 
ments, but the absence of these has not so iar 
proved a very serious drawback

Nevertheless, 
he is amusing while he lasts, and provides em- 
ployment .for the stonemasons and the mumbo 
yumbo manufacturers, and the sacrosanctitiers 
of little tin gods. He is essentially a charter 
member of that great and hyper-active class of 
persons who are all against allowing Nature to 
take its course. “ The ’cathen in is blindness,” 
sings Rudyard Kipling, “bows down to wood 
and stone, "E never ‘as no orders unless they 
Is Is own. ‘hE keeps ‘is side arms dreadful, and 
leaves them all about; And then comes up the 
regiment and turns the ‘eathen out.” Here we 
have tersely and accurately described the pro- 
cess of Nature in regard to images of wood 
and stone and the heathen who worships them, 
The regiment is civilisation. Your  icono- 
clast, however, cannot wait” for  civilisa- 
tion to arrive. He is all for getting a 
crowbar and an ‘axe and cutting down: the 
perfectly good and sufficient idob while they 
are still amply sufficient for the heathen’s 
simple spiritual needs, and much more suitable 
for the purpose than anything that the. 
iconoclast could supply in their place. The 
result is always the same. The iconoclast gets 
up against the medicine men—the Guardians of 
the ome and after a spirited, but hopeless, 
struggle passes insensibly into the tribal stew. 
This little train of thought would never have 
been started if 1 had not read somewhere in 
the paper that a member of the Dublin Cor- 
poration will move at a forthcoming meeting of 
the Council that afl the statues in Sackville 
street except that of Daniel O'Connell. be re- 
moved. Now we have here the perfect 
iconoclast, the man who will not let Nature 
take its course. It is not a divine fury of 
a that inspires him, for in that case 
e would surely spare the bronze gentleman 
at the far end of the street, who is engaged in 
telling the Fire Brigade, “ Thus far shalt thou 
go, and no farther.’ He would have also 
spared the Rev. Mathew, the Father of Irish 
temperance, whose warning finger, however it 
may detract from the esthetic proportions of 
Sackville street, must have prevented many a 
thoughtless reveller emerging from the Gresham 
Hotel from passing across to Messrs. Gilbey 
and Co., and getting quoted for bulk consign- 
ments. No, it is the genuine furor astheticus 
that consumes our civic reformer. He be- 
lieves that Sackville street will never be' the 
finest street in Europe as long as the blinking 
images, including the majestic Pillar, from the 
apex of which Horatio watches the lean hulls 4 
of Guinness’s thirst destroyers nosin 
out to sea, are permanently removed. 
And the man is right. Any municipal 
architect - can tell him that. What he 
does not realise is that in due course Civilisa- 
tion will come aiong—the regiment—and ‘oof the 
statues out. 


Wood and Stone. 


I must not be understood as pressing the 
analogy to its logical conclusion. I would be 
loth to suggest that the Irishman in his blind- 
ness bows down to wood and stone, or that he 
never takes no orders unless they are his own. 
Wood and stone—totemism and ancestor wor- 
ship—are the crudest manifestations of the 
heathen, who, if not exterminated by trade 
rum and devitalised by top hats, continues to 
be a heathen long after his wooden images 
have become shibboleths and his stone 
altars political principles, and Civilisation— 
ihe regiment—is eternally hoofing him out. 
The heathen, in a word, is the man or the 
nation that never quite catches up wi 
civilisation, and the more civilised civilisation | 
becomes the more frequently and fiercely it 
hoofs the heathen out. The Irishman in his 
blindness does not bow down to wood and 
stone, but he bows down to his ancestors, which 
is every bit as bad, because he knows nothing 
about them, and to history, which is worse, 
because it is almost exclusively the creation of 
the medicine men, the high priests of Mumbo 
Jumbo. 

Dublin has many statues, some worse than 
Dthers, but all bad in the eyes of civilisation 
and of the iconoclast, who is simply trying to 
do civilisation’s work before the time is ripe. 
The objection to a statue is that it is the image 
of a dead god, and not of a liying one. The 
dead god being there, hewn in perennial bronze, 
and, as likely as not, in a pair of very badly 
cut trousers, one has to maintain a sort of 
bowing respect for him, though the 
fervour of true worship has passed out of 
our bones. ‘“‘ Good old Tom Moore!” they ex- 
claim, as they conduct the unsuspecting stranger 
through College Green; “they don’t apeee 1 
poets like that nowadays And they try and 
make it clear to the stranger, and have no 
difficulty whatever in satisfying themselves, 
that Ireland—meaning the Ireland of Tom

art of Irish life as the Horse Show and the 
all porter of tho Imperial Hotel, Cork, who is, 
possibly, the only romantic poet in Ireland to- 
day who will not ultimately have a statue 
raised to him.

But they conscientiously include the 
name of Tom Moore and the names of 
all the other originals of their statues 
in their demonology, not exactly  bow- 
ing down to them, but unwilling to evict 
them from iheir niches, and they are 
quite @stonished when the regiment of civilisa- 
tion comes along, and, remarking that they 
keep their dustbme awful and leave them all 
about, proceed to treat them as they treated 
the elder heathen whose totems and rabbit's 
feet were not a fraction more heathenish, con- 
sidering the times in which they lived.

Nothing, I am sure, will surprise the good 
citizens of Dublin more than to be told that 
quite unconsciously their etatues are moulding 
their ideas, or, rather, that they are preventing 
their ideas from developing on progressive lines; 
but I am sure it is so. f admit I have never 
seen it, but 1 am quite sure that when a “ die- 
hard ” Tory passes the statue of William III.

like that nowadays.” Or he may just. say, 
“They can't breed horses like that nowadays,” 
and very likely they can't, though a friend of 
mine who has been to the Horse Show tells me 
that it looks as if those two-seater horses with 
the long wheelbase might be coming in 
again. There is a statue round the corner from 
Westmoreland street, and contagious to the 
Brunswick street Police Station, which illus- 
trates my point to perfection. It shows an 
eminent medical man—I forget his name— 
sitting cn a pineapple and stroking the head of 
his favourite pelican. It must be a hundred 
years since he passed away, but, as the result 
of feeling that it has to live up to that statue, 
the entire medical profession in Dublin continues 
to exist in an atmosphere of pine apples and 
pelicans. 

Now all this mght seem to prove that our 
iconoclast is on the right tack in advocating 
the abolition of the Sackville street immortals, 
or, at least, their removal to some other place 
where they can dream in stone without 
interrupting the traffic or spoiling the vista. 
It does nothing of the kind. It 
would be perfectly useless to remove the 
statues at the point of the _ iconoclast’s 
hammer because Dublin would simply put up 
others in their plae. Time enough, they will 
say, to destatue Sackville street when it pre- 
sents a vista worthy of remark, and a volume 
of traffic bearing ear-marks of immediate con- 
gestion. This will, 9 course, be a mere subter- 
fuge, because, really, they would not part with 
Sir John Grey and chubby Dan O'Connell and 
Charles Stuart Parpll if you offered to pave 
Sackville street with sold bricks. But they are 
all for letting Nature take its course.. Even the 
heathen in his blindness was reconciled to the 
arrival of. the regiment after the top hats and 
trade gin had been banded around. So it is 
more than likely that the Dublin Corporation 
will decide to leave the removal of Sackville 
street's gallery of grat immoveables to the 
irresistible forces that periodically prepare fresh 
portions of that majestic thoroughfare for new 
cloud-capped towers abi more gorgeous picture 
palaces.

AFTER FIFTY 
YEARS. — 


Are Lever's Novels 
Popular 2 


Tis now -fiíty years since Charles Lever 
died, but. there, are not a few among us 
to-day' who remember the genia! novelist 
well.: Since his: death fashions in litera- 
ture, like fashions in clothes; have come 

and. gone with amazing .rapidity. The three- 
volume novel of his. day has given place to the 
short storytand the single volume: of our own. 
The change, whether for better on worse, has 
been brought about through the reading public, 
who, in the hurry and pressure of everyday life, 
find no (ime-or inclination to peruse literature, 
whether. fiction, biography, or history, of ns 
heavy type. Literature must now .be ' 

up in iabloid. form. - Have, it may be - asked, 
Lever's novels suffered. by the change? Prob- 
ably, In his own day no noveélist of the time 
was thore popular with the reading public; and, 
during his lifetime, as after his 
after edition ‘of his works was called for by the 
reading multitude. 

A reaction, after such a tide of full 
popularity, was sure to follow; and Lever, like 
other ular authors, had thus his “ lean 
season or a while. In later years, however, 
he has crept back to popular favour. An enter: 
prising American publisher, recogrising this, 
is, according to an advertisement in one of the 
Hearst newspapers, bringing out a complete 
edition of his works at popular. prices. Lever, 
although net of Irish extraction, was in sym- 
pathy and sentiment an Irishman;: for who 
could write the novels he wrote, but an Irish- 
man well: acquainted with the idiosyncrasies of 
his countrymen ? 

Ireland, in Lever's time—and this must be 
remembered by the youthful readers of to-day 
when essaying to criticise justly Lever'’s works 
—was a land of drollery, humour, hospitality 
and gaiety and, Bohemiah as he was 
himself by nature, if not by inclination, 
he could, on this account, the more 
readily grasp comi¢ situations which 
appear to many in our day, who are out for 
fault-finding and carping criticism, as gross im- 
probabilities and impossibilities, such as the 
“ Frank Webber '' incident. 

True, our country at the time was what may 
be popularly called a land of etrange contrasts, 
with a picturesqueness all its own. Could our 
author then be blamed if, to add a little more 
local colouring, he took the liberty to heighten 
the picturesqueness, and to colour more deeply 
the loveableness, of many cf the characters he 
drew? lLever’s Irishmen took to the Army, 
which was then popular in the country, while 
his fine English gentlemen were ordered to 
wi foreign service “.in Ireland: hence his novels. 

Charles O'Malley,” “ Harry Lorrequer,” 
‘Jack Hinton,” ete., which have been read in 
the last generation with thrills of delight and 
laughter.

the same ecstasy; and blessed the memory of 
the author, who could, with movin laughter,

TRAVELS ABROAD. 


All through his literary career the buoyant 
exuberance of his spirits never forsook him; for 
no man ever wrote—and this is no small praise 
—with animation more sustained. Even his 
body, like his imaginatian, was, as it were, con- 
tinually on the wing; he could not exist without 
movement and agitation. Fix him to the spot, 
forbid excitement, and he would have passed 
away like that Dutch Governor (mentioned in 
Washington Irving), so that, when he died, 
there was nothing of him left to bury. 

Moving about: the Continent in true 
Bohemian fashion, with keen powers of observa- 
tion, he collected all that was needful and help- 
ful to put his “properties” more effectively 
on the stage. It was during this cosmopolitan 
period of his life that he wrote the “ Dodd 
a “The Daltons,” and “ Davenport 

the Irish characters in which he has 
sent wandering all over the Continent, and in 
whose delineation he is accused by the critical! 
fault-finders of hazarding extraordinary liber- 
ties with improbabilities. With many, how- 
ever, what appeared. so natural, excited little 
wonder; while the lightness of the touch car- 
ried off the little extravagance. The sensations 
were so briskly served up that they were ewal- 
lowed by the reader without cavil or comment. 

For forty years Lever had been producing 
book upon book, and I venture to say that the 
early liking of many readers for him and his 
books, notwithstanding the fashion of literary 
caprice and criticism in our day to and 
disparage him, has not been dulled, nor has 
acquaintance with him ben ma- 
terially essened as the years pass 
on. The reason ie not far to seek. 
He gripped the reading public at the start of his 
literary career, and held them, as it, were, spell- 
bound to the last. Sensation, more or less pro- 
nounced, flavoured everything he wrote, but the 
sensation in his later works differed as widely 
from the wild and what may be termed the 
im:probable and extravagant action of his earlier 
novels as an old diplomatist of his differed 
from one of his earlier, dashing, light dragoons. 
No taste was disappointed in his books, anc, 
consequently, the good humoured man of the 
world was the favourite of many of his admir- 
ing countrymen. 

Of the other works of our author, of which I 
have left myself no space to write, it may be 
assumed that many of them will go the com- 
mon way; but there are not a few of the 
voluminous library of fiction he has rroduced 
which will continue to be read with unfailing 
delight for years to come. Of these I cannot 
refrain from mentioning his novel, “ The Knight 
of Gwynne.” The hero of the tale ‘is 
one of the finest ever drawn of the old Irish 

entleman—then the first gentleman in 
‘urope; and his nobility of character and 
fortitude, amid al] his misfortunes, as sketched 
by the author, compels our admiration while 
they arrest our pitying sympathy. 

To those who knew Lever well, his fund of 
humour and his geniality were the most con- 
spicuous of his personal characteristics. His 
great. stock of youthful vitality and his 
versatility, after etanding the drain of a life- 
time, still kept fresh the accumulating ex- 
periences of age; while his inexhaustible fund 
of humour and the sweetness of his disposition 
make him always welcomed in the most select 
society in the Irish capital. . 

He was &ixty-thres vears of ace when he 
died, but his vitality, althongh in later years 
in indifferent health, seemed so unimpaired that 
those who knew him best were no. less startled 
than eaddened when they heard that one of 
their most delightful companions, in whom the 
grosser things of our natwre found no place, 
was silently, as if by angel's whisper, called 
away from among them.

DUBLIN RIVERS. ° 


A CURIOUS LIST. 
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Do many Dublin children know the names 
and number of the rivers that belong to the 
City of Dublin? Probably a goodly erccntage of 
“yee elders would be puzzled if asked to make 
ainst. — + 

Like Rome, with its seven hills, our 
Metropolis can boast of seven rivers, all makin 
their way from distant sources down towards 
the sea, or first adding their waters to the 
lavger streams they meet on their course. 

Shall we name them? LEvéryone, of course, 

is well acquainted with the Anna Liffey. which, 
in a charter of King John (dated 1192) is 
named ' Auenelith.” lt has several sources 
and runs a circuitous course of some fifty miles 
from the vicinity of the Kippure Mountain, 
taking in additions at Sallygap and Lough 
Bray on its journey through parts of Kildare, 
and back to Dublin County and onward to 
Rin a. 
The Dodder comes also from the Kippure 
neighbourhood, and is as old a waterway as 
the Liffey. Its length is but about a dozen 
miles, but it makes its pleasant passage by 
some of Dublin's suburban districts, and _ its 
banks, down even to Ringsend. are well known 
and enjoyed by the citizens along its route. 

Keeping still to the southern side of the 
Metropolis, the Poddle comes under notice. It 
is Now hidden from view in the city, and after 
divisions and diversions ends its existence st 
Wellineton quay, where it becomes part of the 
chief river, having first started from the Green 
Hills beyond Terenure, and made its way down, 
doing service to various mills and works as it 


_ How old these rivers are! Another known 
in King John's day—the Tolka-coming away 
from the Co. Meath, on by Dunsink, and then 
to Finglas, we find it in’ the Botanis Gardens 
at Glasneyin, before it ends its run of some 
fifteen miles and tumbles into Dublin Bay. 

The Camac, or Camoke, as those who used 
to ride the Franchises called it, makes a 
pleasant tour by way of Tallught; past Blue 
Bell and other places, till, coming to Kilmain- 
ham, it joing the Liffey at the Kingsbridge.

TWO HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 
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Dublin in the: 18th , Century— The City’s Growth—

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Nothing is more idle, and, what ts leas 
to be forgiven in a writer, more tedtous, 
than minute and lengthened deseriptions 
of. localities; where it, ia very doubtful 
whether the writers themeelves had 
formed any tolerable notion of the place 
they describe, it. i4 certain their readera 
necer -ean!—(“ Curiosities. oí Litera- 
ture,” D’Israeli.) 

HE great majority of the residents of 
Dublin aro aware of the fact that 
Dublin City of this 20th century 
presents an appearance differing con- 
siderably from that which obtained 
during the early. part of the 18th 

odern public build- 
ings and Georgian residential houses had not 
efnergcd into the light of day;-yet how many 
attempt to visualise what a general view of the 
city in the earlier period would have revealed’ 
Two hundred years age the city proper lay in 
and around High street and Christ Church, but 
the tendency of the metropolis to expand to the 
east and south had fully set in. Hoggen Green 
had just recently betome College Green; the 
present west front of Trinity College did not 
exist—in fact, up to a few years earlier the 
actual entrance -to the College had been on 
the side bounded by College street; a marrow 
way leading to the river bank. represenied the 
present-day Westmoreland street, and the site of 
the Bank of Ireland buildings. was occupied 
by a palatial mansion known as Chichester 
House and Gardens, erected during the reign 
of James I., and leased in 1661 to Charles II. 
“for the use of both Houses cf Parliament.”’ 
This manéion was bounded on the west by Turn- 
style Alley, in which was situated a brew 
house, the owner of this having tho privilege 
of using the ' Parliament Yard” i 
with hie business of brewer The opposite side 
of the Green was taken up by ordinary housés,

A BISHOP IN AUNGIER STREET. 


From Dame street, George’s lane, very ill 
kept; and sometimes called George street, led 
to Aungier street, then inhabited by people of 
some standing, such as the Bishop of Tuam, 
who lived there in 1715. Passing St, Peter's 
Church ahd ' the row of *thacht cabbins and 
gardens in Kevin's Part,” to the road led to a 
wild and’ sparsely populated part of the qut- 
skirts. Mr. Le Fanu, the novelist, . narrates 
that a particular inn in this neighbourhood 
was the haunt of footpads and highwaymen, 
who levied their toll on pédestrians, horsemen, 
and vehieles travelling between the city: and 
the family mansions scattered throughout Rath- 
mines, Rathgar, and. Rathfarnham. As the 
lineal descendant of that hostelry still stands 
on the same spot, the following extract will be 
of some interest :'— 

“At the time (circa 1710) in which the 
events we have undertaken to record took 
place, there stood at the southern extremity 
of the city, near the point at which Camden 
street now terminates, a small old-fashioned 
building, something between an ale house 
and an inn. . over which hung a 
painted panel, representing a white horse, 
out of whose neck there spouted a crimson 
‘cascade, and underneath in large letters the 
traveller was informed that this was the 
genuine old ‘ Bleeding Horse.” 

(The Cock and Anchor, Le Fanu). 

The present South Circular road was repre- 
sented by littl more than a cartway to 
“ Dolphin’s Barn Town,” where a branch of 
the then clear and pellucid “ Poddle '” entered 
the outskirts of thé city by “The Pipes,” sup- 
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www the “ King’s Head Inn,” and “the 
house of Patrick Smith, housepainter, next to 
the corner Jott on the road leading to the 
Round Church ”: this road corresponds to the 
present Church lane. The fact that the 
equestrian statue of King William wae erected 
on the Green (1701) will eerve to show that the 
place had even then become of some importance. 

The ground on the north side of the College 
was known as Lazor’s Hill (from an old leper 
hospital in the neighbourhood), and included, in 
addition to some of the present-day etrcets, 
Hawkins quay and Mercer’s Dock. Previously 
high tides had frequently reached as far as 
the College, but to prevent future inundations 
a brick wall had been constructed on the river 
bani: by Mr. Hawkins. The tideway of the 
Liffey was not enclosed by the massive barriers 
of the present day, and the etrand on the 
South side of the river might be said to reach 
from about Moss street to Ringsend. Between 
Ringsend and the '' Bagnio Slip,’’ at the South 
end of the Metal Bridge, a ferry constantly 
plied, so that in going from, or in returning to, 
the city the necessity of skirting the strand or 
slob of the river could be avoided. 


PATRICK'S WELL. 


From College Green, along the south side of 
Trinity College, modern Nassau street was .re- 
presented by Patrickswell lane, built on the 
filled in “ College ditch.” The actual well to 
which, for many years, pilgrims had made their 
way on the 17th of March is still in existence 
within the precincts of the College, not far 
from the end of Dawson street. The lane led 
to Patrickswell road and Merrion street 
(Merrion square did not then exist), and on- 
wards ‘to Beggars’ Bush-—a favourite resort for 
tramps and tinkers. 

Grafton street, at the time, 
long been in existence. It derived its 
name from the Dtke of Grafton, one of the 
numerous descendanis of Charles Il., whose son 
afterwards became Eord Lieutenant. The name 
of the street first occurs in a deed of mortgace 
registered in 17093; and in the latter part of the 
17th century the ground on which it stands 
Was mostly under cultivation. It was now 
rapidly taking ifs present shape, having been 
let out in “'Jots,” on which within a short 
space of time a number of valuable houses were 
erected, that became residences for many of the 
nobility, including, among others, the Earl of 
Dunsany. These residences were situated 
amidst almost rural surroundings. 

Duke Lane led to Dawson street, also of re- 
cent date, and in much the same stage .of de- 
velopment as Grafton street. A deed (1721) re- 
cords that Joshua Dawson granted “a plot of 
ia N opposite the street of St. Anne for the 

uilding of a church for he new Parish of 
St. Anne,” in lieu of a plot he had already 
granted, but which had been found to be un- 
suitable for that purpose. Owing to his 
graciousness, and to the fact that he was also 
under heavy expense in eonnection with the 
building of the church, Joshua was to have the 
right of being the first to select a vault under- 
neath, and a seat in the church, to be held by 
him and his heirs (contingent on their remain- 
ing parishioners), for ever.

closed for some time, and dwellings already 
existed on each of ite four sides, The land was 
now being let out in the usual “ lots,’’ pre- 
paratory to extensive building thereon. A 
gallows stood on the Green, and was used as 
late as 1766 for the purpose of executions, the 
last being that of four: pirates: but this fact 
did not prevent St. Stephen’s Green from be- 
coming a stylish residential quarter. From 
here the road led to Baggotrath and Donny- 
brook through fields and hedges, where the 
amenities of the landscape were diversified by 
windmills and. limekilns overlooked by the 
ruins of Baggotrath Castle. 

Westward. from College Green, Dame street 
was then, as now. the main thoroughfare to 
the Castle. Close by, near “ Trinity Mount,”’ 
was the old church of St. Andrew, whose 
attendants included military of the garrison and 
well-to-do people of the neighbourhood. That 
the ownership of a seat in this church was 
looked on as being of some value is apparent

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lied the inhabitants of the ““Earl of Meath’s 
Liber y” with, at least, one of the necessities 
of life, and filled the reservoir at James's 
street; known as the “City Bason.” This 
“liberty” consisted of the thickly-populated 
district in and around the Coombe and Cork 
street, where stood the Earls town residence. 
Ash street, which has only recently disappeared, 
was then a highly respectable street m this 
liberty, the corner house at its junction, with 
the Coombe. being described as “that large 
dwellinghouse known by the sign of ‘The Good- 
woman. ” The main stream of the Poddle sup- 
plied water to the numerous inhabitants oí 
Thomas Court and The Archbishop's Liberty, 
helped to work the mill of the Manor of Thomas 
Court, and, as a rivulet which frequently flooded 
Patrick street, flowed by the grounds of Dublin 
Castle, and entered the Liffey near the old 
Custom House (1708), where it disembogued its 
accumulated riches to the satisfaction of the 
eager and expectant gulls of that generation 
From Dublin Castle Gate the road led past 
Cork House, the “' Globe’’ Tavern, and Bysses 
court, all on Cork Hill ‘then undergoing the pro- 
cess of being widened), through Castle street, 
ast St. Werburgh’s Church to Christ Church, 
Skynners row, High street, and Cornmarket. 
Christ Chureh Yard, now occupied by the out- 
offices of the Cathedral, then housed some of 
the offices of the Irish Treasury, others finding 
quarters in Crane lane At the junction of 
Skynners row with St. Nicholas street stood 
“The Tholsel,” a building which corresponded 
more or less to the modern City Hall, and was 
as frequently the scene of tumult and disorder. 
At the western end of High street, on the south 
side, stood the * Black Dog Castle,” formerly 
a prison of the worst type, in which men, 
women and children were herded together, re- 
gardless of health or morality; at the time 
under review it was being used as a marshalsea 
prison. A portion of the building yet stands, 
and, enclosed by. an iron railing, 1s to be seen 
in Cornmarket. 


ST. AUDOEN'S CHURCH. 


On the north side of High street tlie present 
church of St. Audoen was a noticeable 
ture, and although this district 
fully supplied with churches, 
which have disappeared, its high 
proximity to the “walls” obtaimed for 
church a certain importance. However, 
1712 the Rector, Rev. John Finglass, was under 
the necessity of putting in mortgage ~ all 
ministers’ money dues, fees, perquisites, or in- 
come incident to or arising out of the Parish 
of St. Audoén.” Immediately ‘to the rear ol 
the church the well-preserved St. Audoen’s Arch 
still rentains—a. historic landmark in the city, 
being the only point at which the position of 
one of the eight original gates of the city can 
be fixed with exactitude. 
Thomas street, immediately 
walls,” was reached ria Newgate, 
at the point where it meets Francis street 
“The Corn Market House” was in course of 
construction in the centre of the roadway. Inns 
and small brew-houses abounded on each side 
of the street, whilst, St. Catherine’s Church 
occupied. its present position at the entrance to 
Thomas Court. In connection with the -Vicar- 
ship of St. Catherine's the following extract may 
be given :-~“The Earl of Meath, in consideration 
of good and faithful service done and to be 
done bw the Rev. John Ellis, of St. James's 
Vicarage, and in consideration of £500, grants 
to him the next right of presentation ” to St. 
Catherine's '“ when it becomes vacant ” (1721). 
St. Catherine’s was then the most prosperous 
parish in that part of the city. . 

At St. James's Gate stood a tower which had 
been formerly used, when necessary, to bar 
free ingress and regress as regards the city, 
the present large. commercial establishment 
there being then only in the womb of time. 
Passing St. James's Church, the way led to 
the hamlet. of Kilmainham, just surmounted 
by the Royal Hospital, which overiooked the 
* gallows at Kilmainham,” the new Poor House, 
and the actual building of Steevens’s Hospital 
(1720), in a quiet rural district. The money for 
this latter institution had been bequeathed by 

and Miss Steevens, a worthy example, 
followed since by many people, with the result 
that the present noble array of hospitals makes 
City unique amongst its fellows.

HE regrettable closing down of the 
Greenmount Mills, where the spinning 
and weaving industry has been carried 
on for five generations, should reúder 
interesting a glance backwards at the 

history of the linen and cotton trades 
in Dublin. lt is now over two hundred 
years—to be precise, in the “year 1718—since 
two brothers named Therston presented a 
petition to the trustees of the Irish Linen 
Board, which had then been established. In 
this they humbly prayed for some encourage- 
ment for the carrying on of linen and cotton 
manufacture in Dublin, but if anything ever 
came of this petition, the result is lost in the 
mists of antiquity. ui 

Notwithstanding this fact, however, we find 
that nearly fifty years after—in 1760—there 
were two cotton manufacturers in Dublin, As 
might. be expected, their machinery was rude 
and imperfect, and spinning was performed on 
a common worsted wheel, which span only one 
thread at a time. Cotton yarn of an inferior 
quality was obtained by them from Manchester, 
and later, in 1779, the manufacture of cordu- 
roys was first introduced in Dublin. 

Up to this time the Irish cotton trade had 
been beset by difficulties, for by an Act of the 
British Parliament of the seventeenth century 
the direct importation into Ireland could only 
be made via Great Britain—the. cost of the raw 
material being thus considerably increased. In- 
deed, by an English Act of Parliament (VII., 
George I.), heavy penalties were imposed for 
the wearing in England of garments which were 
not of English manufacwwre. In this way the 
English markets were cut off from Irish manu- 
factures, and even before this time exporta- 
tion to the Colonies from this country had 
been prohibited. 

Compelled by force of circumstances, the 
British Parliament, in 1780, removed the 
various restrictions which had hitherto crippled 
Irish trade, and Ireland at once began to deal 
directly with the Colonies. About this time Mr. 
Robert Brooke, returning to his native country 
from the East, where he had amassed a huge 
fortune, seized on this recently declared free- 
dom of commerce, and invested a very Jarge 
sum of money in the Dublin linen and cotton 
industry. Before long, through his plucky 
efforts and speculation, the trades were soon im 
a flourishing condition. The most .improved 
machinery was introduced into a large factory 
which had been established in the Liberties. 
A dry house and a finishing house were erected 
in Cork street, and skilled English operatives 
were brought over to give instruction to the 
people in the best method of manufacture. 

Mr. Brooke appears to have been a man of 
very broad views, and quite modern in his ideas 
of what constituted ideal working conditions. 
He came to the conclusion that the district 
known as the Liberties was confined and un- 
healthy, and, to meet this objection, decided to 
build a town in the Co. Kildare. At this place, 
which he named Prosperous, roomy factories 
were erected to carry on the different stages of 
manufacture, including the printing bí cotton 
and linen goods. 

By degrees the industries grew, and soon there 
were factories in Cork street, Francis street, 
Roper’s Rest, Harold’s Cross, and at Malahide 
and Balbriggan. The Irish Parliament now 
came to the rescue of these worthy pioneers, and 
a grant of £25,000 was made to Mr. Brooke, and 
further grants of £10,000 to others engaged in 
the industry. But, notwithstanding this sub- 
stantial help, Mr. Brooke, unfortunately, owing 
to lack of experience, failed. This was in 1786, 
and, in conséquence, nearly 2,000 looms were 
thrown idle. 

Meanwhile, other manufacturers were pro- 
gressing in the Liberties, but the work here was, 
of necessity, of a fluctuating ¢haracter, and at 
times a considerable amount of unemployment 
took place. As a. result riots, too, became of 
frequent occurrence, and after a while the 
locality fell into some disrepute. To remedy 
this condition of affairs, it was proposed to 
establish factories in different parts of the 
country, and, with this object in view, Parlia- 
ment made a grant of £96,000. As a conse- 
quence of this decision, many of the best opera- 
tives were lost to the city. At the time it was 
computed that there were 1.500 weavers in the 
Liberties. 

The Napoleonic wars, which stopped the export 
trade to the Continent, together with an em- 
bargo which had been laid on the American 
ports, caused a rapid decline m the industries in 
the beginning of the new century, and in 1815 
only 250 looms were engaged in Dublin. Sad to 
relate, step by step the manufacturers lost 
gcound, and in 1830 there was only one factory 
in Dublin. which empldyed any considerable num- 
ber of hands. This firm carried on its work 
under great disadvantages, when compared with 
its cross-Channel rivals. The yearly consump- 
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It may be interesting to recall that Markree 
Castle, the residence of Captain Bryan Cooper, 
late M.P. in: tbe Imperial Parliament for a 
Dublin constituency, is within easy reach of 
the little town of Collooney, where one of the 
most obstinate battles was fought between the 
irreguiar and national forces. the Crom- 
welhan settlement the lands of Markree were 
given in satisfaction for arrears of pay to. 
Edward Cooper, a Cornet in Sir Charles Coote’s 
regiment of Dragoons, and have thus been in 
the occupation of the Cooper family ever since. 
It was revorted in the Press some little time 
ago that the castle was taken over by the 
irregulars, who, before evacuation, burned it, 
fell back upon the picturesque town of 
Collooney, and there strengthened their position. 
The castle was built in the 17th century, and 
was small in comparison to the noble pile that, 
if report be true, was burned. The building 
was considerably enlarged by one of the im- 
mediate ancestors of the present owner, and 
was encompassed with battlemented walls that 
looked like the outworks of a fortified place, 
and thus gave the castle the appearance of a 
fortress quite as much as a private mansion. 
It may not be known to many at the present 
day that an observatory was erected at 
Markree Castle in 1834, and was at the time 
furnished with one of the most powerful achro- 
matic telescopes in the world. The instrument 
had a focal length of twenty-five feet seven 
inches, an object glass of over thirteen imehes 
aperture, the largest existing at the time, and 
weighed over forty-seven hundredweight. 

A writer in the Penny Journal of the early 
thirties refers to the instrument thus:—*“* In- 
deed, it is a matter calculated to affordegratii- 
cation to Irishmen that a private gentleman— 
) I. Cooper, Esq., M.P. for Sligo—residing 
remote district of the country, should 
a complete and well-appointed obser- 
the most efficient telescope in the

world.” 

The bie telescope soon became one of 
wonders of Ircland, and attracted crawds of 
the scientific and the curious from al! quarters. 
The British Association inspected the instru- 
ment in 1835: and savants from Paris Vienna. 
and London were loud in admiration of its 
power and excellence. Dr. Doberck, of the 
Russian Observatory, Pulcowa, was in charge, as 
astronomer, of the Observatory some years ago, 
and was the author of several papers on 
“ Double Stars,” printed in the Transactions of 
the Royal Irish Academy,. for he was 
elected member of that learned institution. He 
also published six papers on Comets in the same 
scientific journal. 

Mr. Edward I. Cooper was himself 
astronomer of European reputation. He 
known in many of the scientific establishments 
of Europe and America for his discovery of the 
planet Metis: and his work: “ Catalocue of 
Ecliptic Stars,” published throuch the aid of the 
grant at the disposal of the Royal Society, of 
which he was a member, siill further enhanced 
his reputation as a man of science
